Frontier Pioneers In A Van

NEW YORK 

THERE AREN’T ANY 
stewardesses to serve meals 
along the way. And with as 
many as eight people crowd- 
ed into a 1974 Chevrolet van, 
cabin fever sometimes sets in 
about the time they reach 
Nebraska. 

Once, riders voted to evict 
a fellow passenger in Salt 
Lake City because she com- 
plained too much. 

But, as Jill Steinman, a 
22-year-old New Jersey stu- 
dent observed the other day 
just before jumping on to the- 
latest California shuttle of 
star trek transportation, “the 
price is right — how else can 
you get from New York to 
California for $60?” 

Miss Steinman was talking 
about a commune on wheels 
that runs on a schedule. It's 
called the “‘people’s van," al- 
though some people refer to it 
as the “hippie bus." 

Twice weekly, on Mondays 
and Saturdays at 1 p.m., the 
van leaves the corner of 96th 
Street and Columbus Avenue 
in Manhattan for California 
— and on the same frequency, 
another van departs for New 


York from Los Angeles or 
San Francisco. 

‘It works like a co-opera- 
tive — people share the costs 
and save money," said the 
man who owns the vans, Vic- 
tor Paglia, a long-haired, 
26-year-old Seton Hall gradu- 
ate who prefers the single 
name “‘Nussom,"’ which he 
assumed after a post-college 
period of meditation in India. 

Under the plan he devised 
for the transcontinental shut- 
tle, the passengers technical- 
ly rent the van from his com- 
pany, Star Trek 
Transportation, for a one- 
way coast-to-coast trip. They 
share the $280 rental fee, plus 
gas, oil, and toll expenses. 
And they do the driving. 

THE PRICE per person 
usually works out to about $60 
— comgared with a one-way 
Greyhound bus fare of 
$111.80; $135.50 for a coach 
seat on an Amtrak train; and 
$187.54 for a coach seat in an 
airliner. Each group of pas- 
sengers gets the van for up to 
four days, although most 
make it in less; the record, 
Paglia said, is 54 hours. 

By renting the van to pas- 
sengers as a group, rather 
than selling them individual 
tickets for the trip, Paglia so 
far has avoided having his 


Wildlife Preserve 
In Maryland 


: LARGO, Md. 

At The Wildlife Preserve, 
scheduled to open early this 
summer in Prince Georges 
County, Md., every precau- 
tion is being taken to assure 
visitors a safe and fun excur- 
sion through the park and to 
help the animals live peace- 
fully in a setting resembling 
their natural environment, 
according to William H, Nat- 
ter Jr., General Manager of 
the park. 

Some 500 animals will live 
at the Preserve, mostly spe- 
cies from Africa and the 
plains of North and South 
America. All will be free to 
cross the road that winds 
through the Preserve and to 
go up to the cars. There will 
be special areas where visi- 
tors can pull over to the side 
of the road to take photos. 

Upon entering, tourists will 
be given a passport with in- 
structions on how to drive 
through, Natter said. Speed 
will be limited to five miles 
an hour, with tourists cau- 
tioned to stay inside their 
cars with the windows rolled 
up at all times. In case of car 
Trouble, motorists simply 
will honk their horns and wait 
for one of the many ranger 
driven Jeeps on patrol. A tow 
truck and fire engine will be 
on the premises at all times 
in case of emergencies, 

To keep the animals within 
the confines of the Wildlife 
Preserve, which presently in- 
cludes 280 acres, a double set 
of chain link fencing is being 
put up along the park's peri- 
meter. Special fencing also is 
being set up in the baboon and 
lion areas, for baboons can 
easily climb over normal 
fencing and lions can digun- 
der fences. Baboons will be 
kept from climbing out by an 
invisible, no-grip plastic 
Shield at the top of their 
fence. And any lion who 
might try to dig under a fence 
will be stopped by fencing ex- 


in the South American area 
and cowboy costumes in the 
North American section. All 
rangers will be in constant 
radio contact with the park’s 
communication center. 

In addition to the two-and- 
a-half-mile drive-through 
wild animal areas, the Pres- 
erve also will have an Enter- 
tainment Center with a Birds 
of Prey Show, colorful exotic 
bird demonstrations, plus a 
multi media Wildlife Theater 
with a visual presentation on 
conversation, ecology and a 
man’s relation to animals. 
There also will be restau- 
rants and gift shops. Each 
year the Preserve will be 
open daily from April 1 
through October 31, During 
the winter months, the Enter- 
tainment Center will remain 
open and there will be special 
tours through the wild animal 
areas for school children. 

Creator of The Wildlife 
Preserve is ABC Scenic & 
Wildlife Attractions, a divi- 
sion of American Broadcast- 
ing Companies, Inc., which 
also owns and operates Flori- 
da's Silver Springs and Weeki 
Wachee Spring. The Preserve 
site is on Maryland Route 214 
(Central Avenue), approxi- 
mately 12 miies east of Wash- 
ington, D.C.

That would require licensing 
and regulation of his rates. 

Although the ‘‘people’s 
van" appears to be the only 
scheduled trans-continental 
service of its kind, it is an ex- 
ample of a growing style of ad 
hoc public transportation that 
operates outside normal gov- 
ernmental regulatory bar- 
riers. 

Isolated examples have ex- 
isted for many years, but the 
number has grown since the 
gasoline squeeze began last 
winter. 

In southern California, for 
example, privately owned 
station wagons and vans 
make regular trips deep into 
Mexico, carrying Mexican 
immigrants for a fee to see 
relatives back home. 

In low income areas of 
many cities — Chicago, St. 
Louis, Pittsburgh, and Win- 
ston-Salem, N.C., for exam- 
ple — owners of unlicensed 
private cars illegally carry 
passengers for a small fee on 
a more or less fixed schedule 
— much as the jitneys that 
once flourished in many cit- 
ies across the nation, 

And, each weekday morn- 
ing in Darien, Conn., nine 
businessmen climb into a 
jointly owned Chevrolet van 
similar to the “people's van,” 
and head for Wall Street. 
Their business suits and 
breifcases contrast with the 
jeans and back-packs favored 
by Paglia’s clientele — but 
their intent is the same: a co- 
operative effort to cut costs, 
and increase their trave con- 
venience. 

PAGLIA BOUGHT three of 
the vans last fall with $15,000 
in borrowed money, and out- 
fitted them with spartan inte- 
riors of simulated wood pan- 
eling and mattresses that 
double as seats or beds. 


He said he conceived the | 


idea for the rental shuttle af- 
ter he had bought a single van 
for his own use two years ago 
and discovered there were 
many young people willing to 
share expenses on cross- 
country jaunts. The airlines’ 
phasing out of domestic cut- 
rate youth fares — they all 
will be eliminated June 1 — 
and the gasoline shortage 
have served to expand his 
business.
